SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
REACHES HIGH POINT 


One - fourth Of Population 
State Enrolled In 
Public Schools 


With the opening of school this fall 
800,000 persons, more than one-fourth 
the entire state’s population, are en- 
rolled in Wisconsin’s publie or private 
schools and colleges. According to the 
Wisconsin Education Association at 
Madison, never in the history of the 
state nave so many persons enrolled 
in the schools of the state; nor, in the 
opinion of the association, is the en- 
rollment figure of 1987 likely to be 
exceeded in the future. 

The association’s prophecy concern- 
ing enrollment trends is based upon 
the fact that the elementary schools 
of the state have shown the effects 
af the declining birth-rate and the 
decrease in population of younger age 
groups. It is pointed out that rural, 
state graded, village, and city elemen- 
tary schools in Wisconsin had fewer 
pupils in 1936 than in 1932, and ad- 
vance figures indicate a furtaer de- 
erease in the elementary school en- 
rollment this year. 

“Byen though the enrollment in 
grades below high school has dropped 
sharply since 1932,” says the associa- 
tion,” the tremendous growth of high 
school enrollement during the same 
period has more than offset the de- 
crease in the lower grades. More than 
10,000 pupils were added annually to 
the high school enrollment from 1930 
to 1935, but since 1935 the increase 
has been steadily less, with the 1937 
increase over last year estimated at 
only 3,000 for the entire state.” 

Tne Wisconsin Education Associa- 
tion notes, however, that the present 
trend does not indicate that the state 
has reached a saturation point, edu-

STUDENTS, TEACHERS 
ATTEND CONVENTION 


Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, Jr. 
Gives Impressions 
Of China 


The Northwestern Wisconsin Tea- 
cher’s Convention Association held its 
annual convention the past week at 
Hau Claire. It was the pleasure of the 
entire Stout faculty to attend the 
meeting on October 14. Many of Stout 
students were also present. A large 
part of the attendance was Stout gra- 
duates who are now teaching in their 
own fields. 


Various speeches were delivered 
among which were the intimate re- 
velations on China by Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt, wife of Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jr., former governor of the Phil- 
lipines. Mrs. Roosevelt and her son 
made their trip to China during the 
months of July, August, and Septem- 
ber of last year. Mrs. Roosevelt talk- 
ed fluently on the Orient and Asia 
in general giving her impressions of 
China, 

Dr, Pittman Potter, a faculty mem- 
ber of the University of Geneva, 
Switzerland, gave a lecture on “Inter- 
national Aspects.” Dr. Potter was well 
fitted to lecture on this subject as he 
was a member of the Etheopian 
Arbitration Commission in 1935 and 
was a former legal adviser to the 
government of Etheopia. 


The speech, “Trends in Tests and 
Measurements in Home Economics,” 
Miss Walsh, head instructor in the 
Home Economics educational depart- 
ment, delivered. She stressed the val- 
uation and achievements of students 
in school. Another Stout graduate, 
Miss Martha Buebeck, was chairman 
of the Home Economics round table. 

A speech was delivered on home- 
making teachers and the increased 
possibilities for homemaking in Wis- 
consin under the George Dean Act, by 
Miss Rudd, State Superintendant of 
Home Economics. Miss Rudd divided 
her speech in three parts; the increase 
in number of schools, increase in re- 
quirements of schools, and objectives: 
to look for in vocational training.

Vets Of Future Wars 
Officially Disbanded 


The purpose of the bulletin is to 
answer the question, “What are the 
Veterans of Future Wars doing to- 
day?” recently raised. 

Activities in the sphere of politics 
were suspended during last fall’s 
Presidential campaign, explained the 
Princeton seniors. 

“Since that time it has been found 
financially impossible to resume activ- 
itties on a scale that the American 
Legion and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars deserve, and since there is no 
point in doing a half-hearted job, we 
are stopping the organizaztion alto- 
getner. 

“We suffered in that we never got 
our bonus from the last congress and 
have not the funds to pour into lob- 
bying that our rival veteran croups 
possess. 

“Now from the looks of bills before 
Congress, the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars will soon have everything but 
the cobblestones down Pennsylvanie 
Avenue, and there will be nothing lefi 
with which Congress can. pay our 
bonus demands. 

“The main accomplisnment of the 
organization,” continued the bulletin, 
“is shown in the size of membership 
and the national response it received. 

“This can be taken as a fair criter- 
ion of the fact that we did awaken 
the people of the country to (1) the 
absurdity of the war and youth’s re- 
action to it , and (2) the equal absurd- 
ity of the treasury exploitation in 
whica various veteran organizations 
have been allowed to indulge. 

“We are not, nor ever have been, 
opposed to any veterans group «as 


such. We favored all pensions for 


widows and orphans of World War 
soldiers actually killed in combat; we 
favored all possible bonuses to those 
men who were seriously injured in the 
war or as a direct result of the war. 
We violently opposed the granting of 
disabled-veteran compensation to men 
who stepped in front of automobiles ir 
1926, and their like.”

Flareup In Military 
Courses Again Prevalent 


Cambridge Mass.—(ACP)— Recen: 
flareups against compulsory military 
training in the East, West and Middle 
West have brought some results. 

After more than 70 years of “must’ 
military science, the Massachusett 
Institute of Technology will permit 
objectors to substitute alternative 
studies next September authorities 
explained. 

Only those students whose objec- 
tions to R.O.T.C. work are based on 
“sincere religious or moral grounds” 
will be permitted to take the substi- 
tute studies, said the statement. 

Alternative courses will include 
“such studies as international law, 
history of arbitration, diplomacy or 
possibly an independent course chosen 
with the approval of a faculty com- 
mittee or specialists.” 

The new plan will be retroactive in 
the case of Kenneth Arnold, who 
graduated from M.1.!. last year with- 
out receiving a degree because he had 
refused, on religious grounds, to com- 
plete vequired military courses. 

Arnold will be given his degree upon 
the satisfactory completion of a spe- 
cial work program and a special ex- 

‘nation being outlined by President 
Compton’s faculty committee. 

In North Dakota protests came to 
an end when Governor William A. 
Langer signed a measure which for 
bids compulsory military training in 
state-supported educational institu- 
tions. 

At Ohio State University, however, 
no such tendency was evident. Two 
students were suspended recently be- 
cause of their objections to taking the 
required R.O.T.C, work.

DR. MARSHALL SPOKE TO 
STUDENT ASSEMBLY 


using the topic “Unusual Australia” 
on Wednesday, November 8. 

Dr. Marshall told a Stoutonia repor- 
ter about unusual experiences he has 
had in Australia. His hobby is study- 
ing the life habits of bugs and insects 
of his native country, Australia. 

One experience while quite young was 
spending a night in a tree when corn- 
ered by an enraged dingo. The dingo 
is an animal brought in by the Abor- 
idgnies and is Australia’s greatest 
menace to cattle and sheep. Accord-

ing to Dr. Marshall, most of the wild 
animals in Australia are graminivor- 
ous and seldom attack man. 

When Dr. Marshall came to the 
United States the first time, he only 
intended to travel. He was asked to 
speak at several church and school 
meetings and was soon contacted by 
the Redpath bureau to have lecture 
tours throughout the country. Red- 
path is now his sponsor. A short time 
ago, Dr. Marshall returned to Austral- 
ia to gather new material for his lec- 
tures. 

The speaker went on to say that the 
natives of Australia are still in the 
primitive state and are not educated. 
Many missionaries are educating the 
natives as to modern methods of ag- 
riculture. 

Australian seasons are just opposie to 
those of United States since they have 
winter in July. Snow falls in the 
mountains and the coldest recorded 
temperature was 39 degrees. 
Autumn coloring of the trees thrilled 
Dr. Marshall, because in Australia, 
the main trees are gum and ever- 
green. An unusual feature is that 
these trees shed their bark annually 
imstead of their leaves. 

Dr. Marshall attended schools in Sid- 
ney and graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Pelth. By profession, he is a 
Presbyterian minister.

She ‘lives among the 
people during her travels and speaks 
French, German, and Italian as well 
as English. 

Miss Hiett’s special interest is in the 
field of public opinion. In this inter- 
est she studied in Greece for several 
months before the Metaxa’s dictator- 
ship was set up, and she spent five 
months in Italy to find out how Mus- 
‘solini makes Fascists and what. he 
did to resist league sanctions to win 
the Etheopian War. 


After a short vacation in the fall of 
1936, which she spent in the United 
States, Helen Hiett was awarded an- 
other scholarship by the Federated 
Women’s Clubs Overseas and has 
been in London all winter. She spent 
‘the summer traveling again on the 
continent. 

Miss Hiett who counts Pierre Laval 
and Anthony Eden among her friends, 
and who has first hand information 
about the European crisis, will pre- 
sent a picture of world affairs.

on the subject “Getting Along With 
People,” in the assembly program on 
Wednesday, November 17. Miss Kling 
is a nationally known speaker and 
dramatic artist.

themselves. 


When we feel that way, we 
are likely to applaud 
President Roosévelt's recent 
statement at Chicago: 
The peace loving nations 
must make a concerted ef- 
fort in opposition to those 
violations of-treaties--and-- 
those ignorings of hu- 
mane instincts which to- 
day are creating a state 
of international anarchy 
instability: from which 
there is no escape 
through mere isolation or 
neutrality. =~ 
That sounds fine! And then | , 
we think: What if the out- 
law nations strike back? 
What if a slap on the wrist 


turns into a fight to the 
death? — 

Do we want the United. 
States to be the policeman 
of the world if that means 
war? 

As a world policeman in 
1917, the United States did- 
n't save the world, and only 


got itself into a peck of 
trouble. oS 
And war is just what it 


means. A boycott or a one- 
sided embargo against an 
outlaw nation will be treat- 
ed by that nation as cause 
for war. The outlaw nations 
believe they are fighting for 
their lives, for their future; 


does for embargoes, bombs 
for boycotts. “ 


Do we want to police the 
world badly enough to get 
into another war? We tried 
that in 1917 and got nothing 
out of it except some loaded 
coffins, well filled hospitals, 
bad war debts and seeds of 
our greatest depression.

The mind does not deteriorate with 
In general nobody under 45 
years of age should ever restrain him- 
self from trying to learn anything 
because of fear that he is too old to 
Jearn, If he fails in learning, inabil- 
ity due to age will rarely, if ever, be 
the reason,” he said. 

“Good psychologists have. made the 
unfortunate mistake of thinking’ that 
because there are differences in Speed 
tests scores, in favor of the young, 
tellectual ability deteriorates with 
age. 

“This is not true. As a matter of fact, 
a correction corresponding’ to the 
penalty that age lays on speed of 
reaction in speed tests was computed 
and applied to -the results of two 
principal experimentalists in the field 
The result was 
interesting. 

“Instead of a curve of decline, the cor- 
rected: new scores show a- plateau 
from ages 16 to 21 throughout the 
entire age range of their data. In the 
main, it might be said that the gen- 
eralization that mental. decline is a 
concomitant of age is, at least, exag- 
gerated,” said Dr. Lorge. 

Various experiments confirming this 
view were conducted by Dr. Edward 
L. Thorndike, an associate of Dr. 
Ldrge. In one experiment, a group of 
120 people were set to the task of 
learning Russian in order to measure 
their rate of progress. 

Instruction was started against pro- 
tests of the subjects that they didn’t 
like Russian or were too old to learn. 
But they did learn as much Russian 
in two months as is ordinarily taught 
at Columbia in two college semesters,

Laboratory tests of these experiences

Dr. Rhine says. the existence of. the. 


strange ability should be demonstrat 
ed in. simple experiments, 


For this, he devised a test of. trying 


to call the faces of unseen cards. In 
one set of experiments one person 
looks at the cards in a deck, one after 
the other, while another person, with- 


out seeing the cards, tries to call 
them correctly as they are turned, 
This is a test of telepathy. That is, 


Whether the person calling the cards 
reads the mind of the person who sees 
them. 

Telepathy in this manner has been 
tested in almost every conceivable 
way. The two persons, for example, 
have been separated by as much as 
240 miles. 

Another type of oe calling test is 
clairvoyance. A per$on tries to’ cal! 
the cards in order in a pack which 
lies face’ downward. The person giv- 
ing the’ test has ‘not seen the cards 
but makes a record of the calls and 
afterwards checks them against the 
deck.—Durham, N. C. (ACP)

ics Women in Business. One hundred 
and fifty students and faculty mem- 
bers from colleges and universities 
in Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, Michgan, 
and Indana took advantage of the op- 
portunity to see some of the work 
“behind the scenes” of a commerical 
|Home Economics position. 

Nineteen different types of commer- 
cial Home Economics positions were 
introduced to the visitors by trips to 
different Home Economics depart- 
ments in business establishments and 
by demonstrations and lectures. The 
business establishments visited were 
the milk foundation, John F. Jelke, 
the Hyrox Company, Armour and 
Company, Swift and Company, the 
Wheat Flour Institute, Dairy Council, 
Sears Roebuck and Company, Carson 
Pirie Scott and Company, Marshall 
Field and Company, Harvey and 
Hower Practice House, and radio 
station WBBM.

Association. As many Stoutonia read- 
ers have expressed interest in this 
new type of educational set-up, we 
are pleased to present a summary of 
the association’s release, calling at- 
tention to the widened scope of edu- 
™ cation as being offered through the 
junior high school type of school or- 
ganization. 

In contrast to the old style of school 
organization, eight grades and four 
years of high school, the junior high 
school consists of grades seven, eight, 
and nine. A national study of the ef- 


ganization shows that the junior high 


school program recognizes the indi- 
vidual needs of pupils better by di- 
recting the student’s interests to a 
general curriculum rather than a col- 
lege preparatory course of study: 
longer classroom periods with greater 
opportunity for supervised study are 
provided, and contact with a greater 
number of subject fields, especially in 
the social studies, physical education, 
and the fine and industrial arts are 
offered: junior high school students. 


Also, the study shows, junior high 
school students have better oppor- 
tunities for vocational training, ex- 
ploration and guidance, as_ specific 
courses are offered in occupations, 
junior business training and general 
languages. Another feature of the 
junior high school is the emphasis 
placed upon clubs, courses for leisure 
-time, activity, and assemblies, all 
pointing to an increased sense of so- 
cial responsibility. 
Many other advantages, such as_in- 
creased physical and social activities, 
a more gradual change from elemen- 
tary to high school, work in public 
speaking, library, journalism, drama- 
tics, etc., and the elimination of rou- 
tine courses in favor of more general 
educational activities have largely ac- 
counted for the phenomenal growth of: 
the junior high school movement in 
the United States during the past de- 
cade. 


The Wisconsin Education Association, 
in view of educational advantages 
shown in national résearch studies, 
urges an extension of the junior high 
school set-up, at the same time cau- 
tioning the need for adequate enroll- 
ment to derive the advantages from 
this type of educational organization. 
“This points to the need for larger 
educational units,” says the associa- 
tion. ‘While. the junior high school 
type of organization is not practical 
_ in most rural areas, there are many 
localities in the state. which could 
carry on this type of educational or- 
ganization, thereby offering a more 
varied and better type of education to 
its boys and girls.” j

COLLEGE STUDENTS CAN 
READ AS RAPIDLY 


nor as comprehensively as_ seniors 
in high school. but scientific study 
has found an easy way for them to 
learn, according to Dr. Gilbert Wrenn 
of the University of Minnesota’s 
general college. 
Six years ago Dr. Wrenn started his 
experiments at Stanford by intro- 
ducing a course in rapid reading. 
Studies showed that one-fifth of the 
Stanford freshmen needed this course, 
and as the students progressed in col- 
lege, the percentage of students who 
could not read rapidly and bes i 
hensively increased. 
This year the General College Pete in- 
troduced a series of reading’-tests to 
discover the reading interests of stu- 
dents, their ability to comprehend 
what they read and their vocabulary. 
Dr. Wrenn works with the students on 
their homework or other study mater- 
ial instead of merely lecturing at them 
on “how to study.” Each student must 
begin reading the subheadings in the 
chapter before he can start to study 
the chapter itself.

without a country and who is a man 
of unusual adventures, was born in 
the part of the world known as the 
“Cradle_ of Mankind”—in the -moun- 
tain regions of Kurdiston, not far 
from the Tigris and Euphrates Riv- 
ers and near the Ur of :‘Chaldee. He 
spent his boyhood as a sheepherder of 
his father’s flock. . | 
Listed among the subjects upon which 
Mr. Elas speaks are his experiences 
as a man without a country, the Rus- 
sian Revolution, oriental marriage 
customs, boyhood recollections, and 
his-experiences as a soldier during the 
world war.

California State Bar and retired from 
the Investment Banking bfisiness, has 
entered the writing and lecturing field 
as the result of a hobby. With Mrs. 
Chapman, he has spent most of the 
past five years penetrating: the woods 
beyond the highways of the western 
part of the United States and Canada 
in_ order to observe and photograph 
the native animals at work and play. 
Their ability to gain the confidence 
of timid, wild creatures has resulted 
in remarkable intimate pictorial re- 
cords. The Chapmans have volumes 
of notes, over four thousand still pic- 
tures, and thousands of feet of -mo- 
tion. pictures. ; 

The motion pictures include wild bea- 
vers taking branches from Mr. Chap- 
man’s hands, preening, building and 


plastering their lodges and dams, and 


harvesting their winter food supply. 
The rare pine marten or. American 
Sable is also shown and among the 
larger animals are motion pictures of 
the Rocky Mountain goats performing 
unbelievable footwork on _ precipices. 


The -pictures are of such quality and 


clarity that one forgets that he is 
looking at the screen and feels him- 
self mingling on friendly terms with 
the wild creatures in their homelands, 
just as Mr. and Mrs. Chapman have 
done. 

Wendell Chapman is co-author with 
his wife of three recent books: ‘The 
Little Wolf, Beaver Pioneers, and 
Wilderness Wanderers. In addition to 
the books recently published, articles 
in National Geographic, Nature, 


+Scribners, and other magazines have 


placed Mr. Chapman as an outstand- 
ing young naturalist. 

The Chapmans do not dramatize the 
animals as beasts but show them as 
friendly neighbors. Few can see Mr. 
Chapman’s motion and colored _pic- 
tures of the industrious beavers, the 
rare pine marten, the rough-neck 
bears, and the agile mountain goats 
without realizing that our animals of 
North America are among the most 
remarkable in the world. The lecture

Between fifty and eighty percent of 

the student body do not attempt to 

discover why a teacher ‘selects a cer- 
tain sequence of topics; do. not ques- 
tion the source of an author’s state- 
ment; do not have a regular plan of 
study or do not follow such a plan 
with regularity; do not -frequently 
make charts or diagrams to represent 
points in their reading; do not go 
over lecture notes after lecture and 
reconstruct what was said; do not 
take specific study difficulties to their 

counselor, and do not skim over a 

chapter before reading it in detail. 

Several practices discovered by the 

Committee that are indications of in- 

efficient study habits practiced by be- 

tween fifty and eighty percent of the 
students were frequent skipping of 
graphs—or—tables—in—text—books, tak- 
notes in class as rapidly as possible, 
often writing the answer to a ques- 
tion only to find that it is the answer 
to some other question on the exam. 
ination, and taking a greater interest 
in their rank in the scale of class

To get ‘to 
shore they. had to use water-taxis. 
Miss Robinson captured the first vic- 
tory for the United States in this 
Olympic contest when she won the 
100 meter race. 

Upon her return to America, Miss 
Robinson continued her work in run- 
ning and attended Northwestern 
University for a time. Then in 1932 
she was badly injured in an. airplane 
crash. Although it was thought that 
she could never run again, she tried 
to begin where she had stopped. 
Strict training and constant care re- 
sulted in her béing able to run once 
more but she could no longer make 
as fast starts as before. Thus she

creased. The vicinity about 
deaths resulting from motor 
Menomonie has provided a 
clear example of how often 
traffic accidents of all kinds 
occur. To this reason alone 
it is most urgent that pre- 
caution be observed. Every 
driver—yes even you may 
be the “unlucky” one on 
some highway tomorrow. 


The appalling number of 
highway deaths should not 
obscure the fact:that in re- 
cent years over 100,000 per- 
sons have been permanen 
ly disabled and nearly a 
million suffered lesser in- 
juries in traffic crashes an- 
nually. It is safe to say that 
about ten major auto-acci- 
dents, killing or seriously in- 
juring occupants, have oc- 
cured in the midst of fam- 
ilies sending students to 
Stout in the last year. Sta- 
tistics further show that for 
each fatal accident there 
are over one hundred ac- 
cidents involving only pro- 
perty damage. 

Neither number nor words 
can express the suffering 
and. sorrow involved in 
these statistics. However, 
the economic~ loss to the 
American people has been 
estimated by the National 
Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety to be one 
and a half billion dollars 
per year.and by the Travel- 
ers Insurance Company to 
be two and half billion. The 
latter is a greater sum than 
the annual operation cost of 
one public school system. 
These are huge amounts, a 
part of which is supposed 
to express the money value 
of lives lost. But to the future 
of a family how could an 
amount of money measure 
the value of a father, a 
mother, or a child? “ How 
could any sum measure the 
value of the contributions 
thata young manor woman 
might make to humanity 
during a lifetime. Such 
losses to society cannot be 
measured in dollars! 


Why this destruction and 
maiming of human beings? 


(Must we pay the price of 


the mobility that the auto- 
mobile has brought? The 
history of the railroad 
would not indicate so. Thirty 
years ago our railroads 
were killing 400 passengers 
a year. Then they made 
safety a major concern, and|: 
the number of accidents de- 
clined. While conditions on 
the highway are vastly dif- 
ferent, it seems reasonable 
to ask if the automobile ac- 
cident rate cannot be simi- 
larly reduced.

{n an interview, Mr. Gillette stated 
chat the members of the orchestra 
cepresented twelve different states, 
and are graduates from different col- 
leges. ‘he orchestra was organized 
‘ast October, and during the last 
months has been making a coast to 
coast tour. Their next stop is Lima, 
Ohio. Mr. Gillette, professor of organ 
and conductor of the Carleton sym- 
phony band, is on a leave of absence 
for.one year during which time he is 
appearing in concerts in all parts of 
the country. He has experimented to 
synchronize the electric organ and a 
chamber orchestra. 

After the lyceum program, Mr. Gil- 
lette gave a demonstration’ on the 
organ. He showed how the organ 
could represent the different instru- 
ments of an orchestra. The Hammond 
organ, which is smaller than a piano, 
is a new instrument in the musical 
field. Two hundred fifty-three million 


different tones are possible with the 


organ. The keyboard is the same as 
that of the pipe organ and a similar 
téchnique is used in playing. The in- 
strument can. be. plugged: in on a 
house electric circuit. The tones of 
the pipe organ are made by applying 
air pressure to pipes or other vibrat- 
ing devices while in the electric organ 
the tones, first created as_ electric 
waves are then amplified into sound.

grades, than in the percent of ques- 
tions which they failed to answer 
correctly. oe, 

An equal percentage of the students 
do not maintain a daily program of 
sleep and recreation and do not find 
pleasure in sustained mental effort, 
it was found. 

Approximately one-third of the pupils 
do not question the truth of an auth- 
or’s statements, do not look for tke 
topic sentence’ in a paragraph, do not 
study in the same place everyday, do 
not look up unfamiliar words in the 
dictionary, do not take lecture notes 
in outline form, do not read more 
than five books-a year outside of: their 
assignments, and do not read a daily 
newspaper or weekly news mavazine 
regularly. The practice of these 
things would make their study more 


__ effective. 


Also, one third of. the students are 
inefficient in’ studying because they 
prefer to study with the radio play 
ing, they study when fatigued, and 
they sit up late at night before an 
exam in order to study. 

It was found by the committee that 
the student body possess many good 
study habits as well. Seventy-five per- 
cent or more attempt to discover the 
instructor’s object in any class per- 
formance, discriminate in their cours- 
es between what is general. and what 
is usable knowledge, are alert to what 
is factual and what is theoretical, 
keep all notes for one subject togeth- 
er, usually take notes on reading on 
outline form, use facts learned in one 
course to help them in the work of 
some other course, and find it worth- 
while to strive for a better average 
even if a good position could be ‘ob-, 
tained with a “C” average. - 
Seventy-five percent of the students 
were ‘also found to have little trouble 
in getting the meaning of a chart or 
table, do not try to memorize the 
text in préparing for an examination, 
and do not find their teachers fre- 
quently complaining that they do not 
make complete sentences. 

Further conclusions drawn by the 
committee from its researches show 
that the students preferred by a large 
majority to study in their rooms rath- 
er than in the library. This’ concius- 
ion was found to be more true of the 


freshmen than of any other class but} ~

He related how on one occasion, while 
photographing @ goat which was 4- 
cross a deep chasm from him, wo 
other goats were several feet directly 
above him shoving small rocks down 
ym the photographer's head.

He often 
nisses the best pictures of the goats 
because he is forced to climb on “all 
ours” with his cameras in his knap- 
ack on his back.

GEORGE ELIAS RELATED 
EXPERIENCES 


as the “man without a country” to 
the student body in the assembly 
Wednesday, February 9. 

Mr. Elias was born in the mountain 
regions of Kurdistan and spent his 
boyhood as a sheepherder in the val- 
ley of the Tigris and Euphrates Riv- 
ers, 

When he was sixteen, his country was 
absolved and he-was thrown into the 
melee of refugees who sought a new 
country in which to make their homes. 
Completely severed from his family, 
Mr. Elias served in the Russian army 
until the time of the Russian Rev- 
olution when he decided to try to get 
out of that country before the new 
regime came into power. , 
Being a man without a country, he 
had no way of obtaining a passport 
until he discovered his father in one 
of the Russian refugee camps. By 
some miracle his father had obtained

In some instances 
the Chapmans have been able to feed 
the wild animals directly from their 
hands. 

Mr. and Mrs. Chapman have. studied, 
worked, and lived in the mountains 
during both summer and_ winter 
months to get the rare pictures they 
possess. They have experienced all 
kinds of weather and observed some 
rare aspects of nature besides making 
their unusual study. 

When asked about his plans for the 
future, Mr. Chapman said that he and 
his wife intend to study in tne south- 
west next and possibly go into Mex- 
ico. However, these plans are only 
' tentative.

Teachers’ Salaries Low. Part 
of Answer to Oft-Repeated 
Question, “How Good Are 
Our Schools 

as compared to other states?” is giv- 

en in a recent study from the U. S. 

Office of Education showing that Wis- 

consin spends more than the average 


state for school property and in the 
expense of operating schools, but less 
for teaching salaries. 

The report shows that Wisconsin 
houses her school children in build- 
ings worth more per pupil than most 
other states, with the average value 
of school property per pupil in Wis- 
consin as $295, while for the country 


as a whole it is $255. Only 10 states 
have a higher school property value 
per pupil than Wisconsin, while 37 
states have less. Deleware with $443 
of school value behind each pupil, 
heads the list; New York is a close 
second, and New Jersey is in the 
“show” position. On the other hand, 
most of the southern states have low 
school property values, with six hav- 
ing property valued at less than $100 
per pupil. Georgia has the dubious 
honor of last place with school pro- 
perty valued at $75 per pupil. 

The report further reveals that Wis- 
consin now spends $80.87 on each 
pupil in daily attendance as compared 
with $74.30 for the nation as a whole. 
Eighteen states spent more than Wis- 
consin and 29 spent less. New York, 
spending $134.18 per pupil in daily 
attendance, ranks high, while Arkan- 
sas, spending $24.55 per pupil, ranks 
last. 

But Wisconsin’s record does not look 
so good in respect to teacher salaries, 
the report shows. For the past few 
years the salaries of Wisconsin teach- 
ers have been below the average for 
other states, and the’ current report 
indicates no change. While the aver- 
age annual salary of all teachers, su- 
pervisors and principals in Wiscon- 
sin is $1,280 the average for all states 
(including southern states where sal- 
aries are often lamentably low) is 
$1,288. Arkansas, with an average 
yearly salary of $504 per teacher, 
ranks the lowest, while New York is 
high with $2,414 as the average sal- 
ary per: teacher. Several of our neigh- 
boring states—Illinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, and Ohio—pay larger salaries 
than Wisconsin, the federal report 
shows. ;

Given By SMA’s In Assembly 
Wednesday, March 2. Betty 
Keith, President of SMA, 
Gave History of Jazz 

from its earliest days to the present 

time. The negroes were the first mak- 

ers of jazz which is three parts negro 
and one part American. Jazz, origin- 
ating in the lower Mississippi valley 
spread to the West coast, and then 
hit New York in 1917. Paul Whiteman, 
father of modern jazz, made jazz rest- 
ful. George Gershwin was the most 
famous writer of jazz music. His jazz 
symphony “Rhapsody in Blue” made 
musical history. Other famous lead- 
ers who appeared were Wayne King, 

Ted Weems, Guy Lombardo, Henry 

Bussy and Rudy Vallee. 

The four phases of jazz are instru- 

ment noises of kitchen utensils, blue 

songs of negroes, adaptation from 
classics, and’ the modern orchestras. 

The various types of jazz were pre- 

sented throughout the program. Fin- 

ney’s orchestra played ‘St. Louis 

Blues”, and a rag time arrangement 

of ‘Dark Town Strutter’s Ball,” early 

jazz pieces. Marlys Medtlie and Mar- 
jorie Lulloff sang “Swanee” and “The 

Man I Love” selections by George 

Gershwin.

AN EDUCATED MAN 


Ellen Gibson ‘41—Prize Essay 


Adams is a famous name in American 
history. Of the bearers of that name, 
Henry is perhaps the least known. In a 
family continually in the public eye, 
producing two presidents in four gen- 
erations, Henry Adams’ greatness is 
not so obvious as that of his ancestors. 
But if John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams were great as statesmen, Henry 
Adams was one of the most highly ed- 
ucated and civilized men of his time— 
indeed of all American history. 

What sort of man is it who measures 
his work in terms of failure rather than 
success, whose thirst for knowledge is 
never quenched, who seeks the answers 
to social and economic problems while 
he realizes the answers will never be 
found by him? Such a man was Henry 
Adams. Embodied in him were the ele- 
ments of tolerance, skepticism, humor, 
curiosity, and searching honesty. 

Some hint of the keynote of his char- 
acter may be found in a study of the 
times in which he lived. Born in 1838, 
Henry Adams entered a world bewilder- 
ing in its dynamic complexity. During 
his boyhood in Boston and Quincy, he 
was exposed to the colonial, revolution- 
ary, eighteenth century atmosphere in 
which his family had lived for three 
generations. Politics was the center of 
his life. School and school methods he 
hated passionately. His tastes followed 
only literary and political lines. At the 
age of twelve he was sure that every 
om, social or economic, had a sole- 
ion. 

But Henry Adams learned through 
the years that followed that the world 
was not bounded by Boston and Quincy. 
He found that the more he was educat- 
ed the less he understood. The turbul- 


oO 
ent period of the Civil War followed by 


the economic upheaval and industrial 
transformation of the 1890’s saw social 
problems growing apace. The old world, 
rural static America, was disappear- 
ing. A new world of science and ma- 
chines, of cities and urban living was in 
the making. As a Harvard graduate, a 
man closely associated with politics and 
diplomacy, Henry Adams thought that 
he should be capable of finding a place 
for himself in this world. He wondered 
why when he was thirty, he was still a 
young man of no position dependent in 
many ways upon his family. He wonder- 
ed why he was so bewildered by the 
complexity of life, why he didn’t know 
the answers to all his questions. He set 
himself the task of finding out. 

Today we see him as an educator, 
novel in his field in that he had but 
one student —himself. His autobio- 
graphy is unique in literature. In it he 
tried to review the process of education 
he went through. He attempted to find 
out exactly of what value his education 
was to him. 

The twentieth century has seen a war 
of far-reaching magnitude. It has ex- 
perienced a depression of deep histor- 
ical importance. This period is in these 
respects not much different from that 
in which Henry Adams lived. We may 
assume that he had problems very like 
our own to meet. How did he face them? 
Perhaps he didn’t face them at all. One 
could almost say he grew with these 
problems. It cannot be said that he was 
ever satisfied with a superficial face-to- 
face relationship. He tried ardently to 
delve inside his world. 

Education is of no value unless it 


leads to further education. Henry 
Adams felt that his actual schooling 
was of little use. It was barely the be- 
ginning of his growth. ‘Once away from 
the restraints of custom, tradition, and 
dogma that surround most institutions 
of learning, he felt the broad scope of 
education. 

Each of us, entering life with a back- 
ground of formal education, will take 
Henry Adams’ position of insecurity for 
a time. We will learn then the qualities 
with which we must be equipped to en- 
joy life to its fullest. Among them we 
shall find those of tolerance, honesty, 
curiosity, and a sense of humor which 
marked Henry Adams. 

Why tolerance? Simply that without 
it life would stagnate. Open-mindedness, 
the desire to taste of all the realms of 
knowledge, coupled with dreams and 
hopes for the future are marks of the 
educated. In Henry Adams’ time there 
lived such influential persons as Sumner, 
Lincoln, Carlyle, Thackeray, Darwin, 
and Henry James. Only by attempting 
to understand the fields of thought rep- 
resented by these men could Henry 
Adams gauge their importance. 

How often have we heard it said, ‘To 
thine own self be true?” Yet we are 
more apt to deceive ourselves than our 
associates. Too often we are afraid to 
scrutinize our own characters, yet our 
education must start and end within 
ourselves. There, if only there, we must 
be honest. Until we fully understand 
our abilities, recognize our faults and 
weaknesses, and study our develop- 
ment, we cannot attain the depth and 
richness of life. 

New problems require new ways of 
thinking. New thinking brings about a 
deeper analysis of the old ever-present 
problems. Always searching for new or 
better methods of teaching, thinking, 
or writing, Henry Adams exemplified a 
type of curiosity which transcends mere 
inquisitiveness. He sought in order that 
he might learn. 

The essence of humor lies in the abil- 
ity to differentiate between truly subtle 
humor and the ridiculous. It is one thing 
to be able to laugh at a broad joke about 
one’s mother-in-law and quite another 
to see something slightly absurd in the 
spectacle of society going mad about the 
theory of evolution or race or swing 
music. Humor lifts life out of the depths 
and gives it a zest that undoubtedly 
makes it more enjoyable. No one’s edu- 
cation is complete until he has acquired, 
instinctively or laboriously, the ability 
to laugh at and with life. 

There is nothing of the unobtainable 
about the qualities which Henry Adams 
possessed. This is nowhere more obvi- 
ous than in his own life. His inheritance 
was the limited one of New England 
Puritanism. The Adamses were not 
noted for depth of feeling and emotion. 
By reading, by thought, by serious ef- 
fort, Henry Adams reached a life that 
was deeper, richer, and more intense 
than the life most men obtain. He 
sought beauty and he found it, near the 
end of his life, in the magnificent medi- 
eval cathedrals, Mont Saint Michel and 
Chartres.

STUD. LIBRARY 
PRIVILEGES 
DEFINED 


By President Nelson And Lib- 
rary. Committee At Joint 
Meeting Held Last 
Monday, 

with the approval of President Nel- 

son the library has Committee decided 

to publish the result of its delibera- 
tions. 

“The purpose of the library,” the 

Committee states, “is to provide a 

quiet place for stuy for students and 

faculty. This means that all conver- 
sation not necessary to conduct busi- 
ness with the librarians and all noise 
is undesirable and should be elimin- 
ated.” 
The Committee also decided to invoke 
penalties for misuse of the library 
facilities. “If a student is noisy or 
if he converses in the library, his pri- 
vileges shall immediately be with- 
drawn by the librarians for one week. 

If it is found necessary to ask him to 

leave the library a second time, pri- 

vileges will be suspended for two 
weeks.” 

The Committee and President Nelson 

both expressed the hope that in the 

future the library will be used only 
for individual study, and that the lib- 
rarians will not be obliged to with- 
draw the privileges of any student. 

President Nelson asked the coopera- 

tion of students and faculty in mak- 

ing the Stout library a congenial 
place for quiet research and study.

test. Out of 344 tests given there were 
92 positive reactions and 13 must re- 
peat because reactions were question- 
able. Last year out of 465 tests given 
there were 179 positive reactions; 
X-rays were given but no cases of tu- 
berculosis were found. 

A positive test should not be a cause 
for great alarm as this does not mean 
that these people have active cases 
of tuberculosis but it is assumed that 
they have at’ some time harbored the 
Tubercle Bacillus in their body. In 
most cases the individual has been 
able to resist the ° organism and is 
none the worse off than the person 
who has a negative reaction, However, 
by process ' of eliminatione (chest 
X-rays) a few active cases may be 
discovered in a group of this size. 
The danger of having an active case 
of tuberculosis is no greater in an in 
dividual who has a very strong reac- 
tion than in one who shows a very 
slight reaction. This difference is ac- 
counted for by a difference in skin 
sensitivity.

--Known-Am, Foreign 


Correspondent, 
gave an intimate picture of the-“‘Pa- 
cific as seen through critical Ameri- 
can eyes’. The lecture centered about 
the present situation of the world es- 
pecially in the Far East. 
Mr. Morrow asserted that the situa- 


tion today is far more threatening 


than in 1914. Each nation is eager to 
test out their new war machines. The 
policy of the United States is divided 
into two classes—those who believe in 
a larger navy, and the “peace at any 
price” group, Either extreme is not 
right, and the ancient proverb, “virtue 
is the happy medium” should apply. 
In discussing the Japanese, Mr. Mor- 
rew divided them into two classes— - 
the small percent of the military rul- 
ing class and the millions of common 
working people. The ‘opening of the 
Japanese gates in 1853 by Captain 
Perry of the United States led Japan 
into the international problems. The 
Japanese have a magfmificient army 
and navy. “They are riding their tiger 
and cannot be dismounted.” 

China, which is called a republic, can 
never become a republic because of 
the traditions and _ instincts of the 
race. China has remained the only 
mystifying thing in the world. After 
nine months of the Chinese-Japanese 
war, the Chinese have just begun to 
fight. The end will be the economic 
collapse of the Japanese. 

In closing the lecture, Mr. Morrow 
cited Hawaii as an example of ideal 
democracy of various races, colors, 
and creeds showing that many differ- 
ent types of people can live together 
peacefully, He also stated that Europe 
will never rest until the “status quo” 
is returned and the ink of Versaille 
treaty is wiped off the page.

GOVERNMENT CONSISTS 


of a group of people who 
band together for the bene- 
fits that may be derived 
from living together in an 
orderly community. The 
government functions 
through laws. While obey- 
ing these laws deprives the 
individual citizen of certain 
privileges that he would 
otherwise be able to exer- 
cise, the benefits derived 
from conforming to the set 
standard outweigh the 
benefits to be derived from 
not conforming and running 
loose in the jungle with the 
monkeys. Success of a gov- 
ernment is based on the 
ratio of discipline and bene- 
fit. The indvidual will sub- 
mit to the discipline only as 
long as he can see that he 
benefits more from doing 


ing. While all governments 
have a certain amount of 
law-breaking to contend 
with, by far the greater ma- 
jority of the citizenry abide 
by the laws set down. 
School government is based 
on the same thing as any 
other government—show a 
student where he derives 
benefits from abiding by 
the rules laid down by the 
administration and he will 
abide by these rules. Lay 
down a rule that is enforced 
on a negative basis, tell him 
that if he doesn't do a cer- 
tain thing he will be pun- 
ished for it, and that the 
only benefit he will receive 
for not doing the act will be 
that he is not punished for 
law-breaking, and there is 
likely to be revolt.

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Your editorial in The Stoutonia of 
March 18 was thoughtful. Permit me, 
however, to disgree with some of its 
conclusions. I write as an individual 
interested in the library facilities of 
Stout and not as a member of the 
Library Committee. 
You state, “Lay down a rule that is 
enforced on a negative basis, tell him 
(a student) that if he doesn’t do a 
certain thing he will be punished for 
it, and that the only benefit he will 
receive for not doing the act will be 
that he is not punished for law- 
breaking and there is likely to be a 
revolt.” I am not quite sure what 
this involved sentence means. But isn’t 
the logic a bit twisted, perhaps inver- 
ted? And haven’t you misunderstood 
the rules of the library? 
Everywhere a library is considered 
a place to obtain books and to study. 
It is not and should not be a social 
room; however, one is much desirable. 
Since quiet is essential for study, the 
library should be quiet. All conversa- 
tions other than those necessary to 
conduct library business, and all noise 
is out of place. If “Johnny Average 
Student” wishes to talk he should do 
it elsewhere. He must be quiet in the 
library if he wishes others to be. 
If quiet is maintained those students 
who wish to use the library for its 
primary purpose, study, will benefit. 
By obeying the present library rules 
students do benefit. When students are 
noisy they not only penalize them- 
selves but they deprive others of 
necessary privileges. 
Unless we assume that students do not 
wish to study, your statement of the 
case is then fallacious. The rule is 
positive, not negative. The student 
derives a real benefit from obedience 
to it. He is punished only if he does 
do “a certain thing,” only if he is 
noisy, only if he breaks a law. 
Like you, most of us do not like rules. 
But in this case it would seem to me 
that the benefits “to be derived” (I 
quote the editorial) from “conform- 
ing to the set standard outweigh the 
benefits to be derived from not con- 
forming and running loose. . .” 
Student privileges and responibilities 
in the library are of vital importance 
in any college. Your editorial’s judicia) 
tone and keen analysis has helped 
clarify the problem. It should ensue 
still further discussion. I am a 
thorough believer in democratic pro- 
cesses. If students have grievances 
about the lack of books in any subject, 
if they desire new social privileges, 
these grievances, this desire should 
and will receive a hearing. 
The chief purpose of the library, how- 
ever, is to provide a quiet place to 
study books. Real benefits derive to 
the student if the library is quiet. He 
saves time; he probably will be a bet- 
ter student.

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INTERIOR DECORATOR 
GIVES TALK 


G..F.. Weber, interior decorator from 
Minneapolis discussed the subject of 
“Fashions in Business” as it pertains 
to Interior Decoration and furniture 
at an open meeting of the Home Eco- 
nomics Club ,Wednesday_ evening, 
March 16. Emphasis was placed on 
the last , fifty years by Mr, G. F. 
Weber. ' 
Mr. Weber showed how the styles of 
furniture are set by the styles of 
dress. For example, during the period 
of Louis XV chairs were lower and 
wider than at present becausé of the 
style of hair dress and bustles worn 
at that time. During the period of 
Cromwell, styles in both were severe 


land bulky. During .the period of 


became more 
furniture. became more 


Charles II, as’ dress 
elaborate, 
luxurious. 
Styles and fashions are subject to the 
laws of cause and effect according. to 
Mr. Weber. They don’t just happen. 
Some things never change. Milking 
stools of an early Egyptian period, 
which are shown in a London museum 
are the same as those found in Wis- 
consin dairy barns today. They are 
filling the same function. 

Mr. Weber listed three essentials of 
good interior decoration—order, unjty, 
and function. Order which is the re- 
sult of purposeful planning of every- 


thing which goes to make up interior 


decoration eliminates conflicting line 
and form and includes unity as a mat- 
ter of fact. Unity causes things to be 
consistent, and function makes every- 
thing in the rogm do its part where 
it rightfully belongs. . 

There are two types of contemporary 
interior decoration. The first uses the 
traditional influence with modern sim- 
plicity and lighter color effects. The 


‘second lays-aside traditions as far as 


possible and ‘strives for greater sim- 
plicity using all that science gives us 
in color and texture.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 
ARE LOWER 


now than during the depths of the de- 
pression in terms of the things they 
can buy according to a recent study of 
the Wisconsin Education Association 
at Madison. 

The association bases its conclusion 
upon U. S. Department of Labor re- 
ports showing that food costing $1 in 
June 1933 cost $1.14 in September 
1927. 

Although the general economic condi- 
tions of 1937 showed an improvement 
over the previous year, teacher sal- 
aries in all classifications are still be- 
low normal, according to the associa- 
tion. The average monthly salary of 
‘$116.28 for 1987 was below the aver- 
age for 1920 which was $123.63. 
Especially is the downward trend of 
teacher salaries noticeable because 
there has been a marked increase in 
teacher training and experience since 
1920 in all branches of the profession. 
“Each year we have made a detailed 
analysis of teacher training and ex- 
perience,” said the association, .‘‘and 
each study indicates that the citizens 
of Wisconsin are getting more and 
more for their educational teaching 
dollar. Many young people of marked 
ability, who would make excellent 
teachers, shun the teaching profession 
because of its inadequate financial re- 
turns.”

THE LIBRARY QUESTION 


The question of the library 
is quite a bit like Mark 
Twain's’ famous ‘comment 
on the weather. A lot is 
said about it; nothing done. 
Like weather, student con- 
duct in the library is unpre- 
-dictable It is based only on 
one thing however — con- 
gestion. When the library is 


too full, it is noisy and 
‘crowded, like a street car. 


It is too full on numerous oc- 
casions. When the weather 
is bad and the library is 
warm and bright and dry, 
many students go there 
with the idea in mind of stu- 
dying. On the evenings pre- 
ceding the days when there 
will be numerous | tests, 
again we find a number of 
students going to the libra- 
ry And then we have eight- 
thirty. At eight-thirty nearly 
every night the library is not 
in any sense a refuge of he 
thinker and of the man 
seeking peace and quiet. 
On such occasions men- 
tioned, the library is noisy 
and reminiscent of a carni- 
val crowd. 


Reasons for this are ob- 
vious. There are seventeen 
tables in the library. At each 
table are eight cairs. This 
means that there are ac- 
commodations for one hun- 
dred thirty-six students— 
one hundred thirty-six out 
of five hundred. Maybe 
there are only one hun- 
dred _ thirty-six students 
who want to use the lib- 
rary, I don't know. But, 
even so there would be 
about fifty too many in the 
library if it were full. 

There isn't room enough to 
study. One-eighth of one

General air of care- 
less inattention to tex-books 
can be remedied if and 
when a joint social room is 
provided. But the social 
room must be presented in 
the right way. It must be a 
new room. It cannot be suc- 
cessful if it is a room form- 
erly used by either men or 
women students exclusive- 
ly. 

The question of the eight 
men is simple or complex 
depending on which of two 
solutions is employed. The 
first and easiest solution 
hinges on the question of 
textbooks. If sufficient books 
are provided the Mr Mil- 
quetoasts will study at 
home and the rugged in- 
dividualist will continue to 
use the library, or vice-ver- 
sa, it doesn't matter. At any 
rate congestion in the library 
will be lessened. The hard- 
er, but in the long run better 
solution consists of provid- 
ing facilities for study. This 
means not. eight-chair 
tables, but a library which 
will accommodate more 
than one hundred _ thirty- 
six students. 


Opening the men’s club 
rooms in the morning has 
not helped the library situa- 
tion noticeably, although 
proved to be a good thing 
when based on its own 
merits. The men’s. club 
room does not provide, 
room to study; it did not 
provide text-books; and it 
can never hope to become 
a mixed social room. These 
three things are basic to 
the solution of the library 
problems.

however, that. IT have no 
new point of view to offer.

turbance. But I believe that 
it should be possible to 
carry them on happily and 
without the atmosphere of a 
prison, It is for that reason 
that we have been slow to 
formulate rules for the use 
of th library.

This is the situaion of a lib- 


‘rary with regard to sound. 


It presents a challenge to 
those of us who are engag- 
ed in giving library ser- 
vice, for we must reduce ne- 
cessary noise toa minimum.

Among the qualifications which a 
newcomer to the business world must 
bring to the job, none is more impor- 
tant than the right mental attitudes 
And by “right mental attitude”, I 
mean the sincere realization that one 
is on probation, or, as they say in 
newspaper offices, a ‘‘cub”. 

I can think of nothing more handi- 
capping to progress than to expect 
that the attainment of the desired 
position .be immediate. If a success- 
ful career were that simple,-it would 
scarcely be worthwhile. “ 
Some _ intelligent and very eager 
young people, fresh from college, are 
convinced that ‘their academic back- 
ground will enable them to “take off” 
on a solo flight of high success the 
first try. For them disillusionment is 
inescapable. 

There is no substitute for experience. 
And my point is that the discourage- 
ment arising out of the nécessary 
probationary period can be avoided by 
being equipped with a realistic under- 
standing of one’s limitations. 

Once on the job and looking forward 
to steady advancement your cue is to 
take a general and genuine interest 
in everything pertaining to the busi- 
ness. Read books which will help you 
in your particular work. Keep a scrap- 
book of pertinent clippings. Be alert 
to shortcuts in the mechanics of your 
job. If you come acrosg an idea which 
appeals to you as practicable, first 


think it through and then....but not 
until then....present it to your 
superior. 


Don’t be afraid to be original. Take 
the initiative--but don’t’ run away 
with it. You can figure that, by the 
law of averages, half of the sugges- 
tions you make will not be accepted 
for one reason or another. ‘Some 
employers will resent it if you give 
the impression that his tested ideas 
are rusty while yours are stream- 
lined. 

One c&n be zealous--and one can be 
over zealous. In the long run, how- 
ever, one gets power by taking it. It 
is better to plunge in, discounting the 
mistakes, than to sit by and maintain 
a “safe”, but purely negative attitude. 
Your personal development in busi- 
ness depends upon a number of fact- 
ors--environment, opportunity in your 
immediate office circle, influence of 
others--but, mostly upon yourself. The 
surest way I know of selling- your 
boss on the idea that you should be 
promoted is to deserve it. At the bot- 
tom of merit is one basic factor--self- 
improvement. And no one can improve 
you but yourself.

tion. More and more~ “Wisconsin 
.|schools are “streamlining” their re- 


port cards 80 they are of more value 
to parents and pupils themselves. 
Johnny’s attitudes, difficulties, and 
achievements are commented upon, 
rather than giving him a cold-blooded 
rating in comparison with other mem- 
bers of his class. 

These. present-day trends of schools 
in pupil- rating are revealed in a re- 
port recently made by the Wisconsin 
Education association at Madison, 
based upon a survey of marking 
methods employed in nearly 300 Wis- 
consin. elementary and _ secondary 
schools. In the report, released today, 
the asociation comments favorably 
upon the tendency to judge pupil ef- 
fort and ‘attitudes rather than mere 
comparative achievements. 

In the 165 elementary school report 
cards studied there is a marked ten- 
dency to drop the numerical .and letter 
grading, substituting a general ap- 
praisal of ‘‘Satisfactory--not  satis- 
factory--making progress--oytstand- 
ing”, or a more diagnostic report 
stressing such matters as cooperation, 
work habits, courtesy, physical con- 
dition, and- progress within the in- 
dividual ability scope of the pupil. In 
these diagnostic reports which are be- 
coming more and more popular, the 
pupil’s skill in each subject is analyz- 
ed. For example; in geography, hist- 
ery, or civics the pupil would. be 
scored on his understanding of facts 
studied, his ability to secure inform- 
ation independently, and his ability 
to apply his knowledge. 

‘While the trend in elementary report 
cards is a stress on character traits 
and social: attitudes, the typical high 
school report of the modern type | 
rather attempts to judge the pupil’s 
progress in view of his capacities 
and interest. Many schools are adopt- 
ing ‘‘clean sheet reports” whereby a 
pupil making satisfactory progress| - 
receives a report without comments, 
while the pupil who is. not doing well 
has a sheet on which are listed: dif- 
ficulties and,suggested improvements. 
Still others go> sa-far as to tactfully 
remind parents they might help, by 
listing on the card the fact that 
school success: depends upon good| - 
study conditions in the home, healthy |. 
physical condition, and so forth. 

The association, in summarizing re- 
port card trends, notes that: “The 
modern method of reporting: pupil! 
progress is doing away with the mon- 
thly cHastisement: of backward schol- 
ars and giving parents and teachers 
an opportunity of giving the child 
some much-needed encouragement 
and guidance along more construct- 
ive lines.”

“POSTURE, GROOMING"| INTRODUCE NEW 


IS TITLE OF 


a film that has been made in the 
ninth grade rural practice class at 
The Stout Institute. The purpose of 
this film was to determine, if possible, 
the affect of a unit of personal im- 
provement upon the girls in this 
class. 

The first 100 feet of film was taken 
during a class period. The girls did 
not know the purpose of the film 
when it was taken and so were quite 
natural. This film was shown to the 
girls in the class and each girl made 
an analysis of her posture and gener- 
al appearance. The unit on personal 


improvement including posture, care 
of hair, suitability of clothing and 


general grooming was then presented. 
Members of the class made particular 
use of those phases of the study 
which would help them to strengthen 
some of their less desirable char*cter- 
istics. 

The second 100 feet of film was taken 
at the end of the unit and the girls 
were able to note improvement in 
their own posture, grooming, and 
appearance. The film is arranged so 
that the first picture of each girl 
shows the “before” and the picture 
directly following shows the “after”.

understand that the change, .out. of 
which we have made so much, is but: 
one of twenty-five changes made by 
the Legislative Committee at the same: 
time. For example, the: Board of Con- 
trol goes out of existence,’ and the: 
institutions supervised by. the Board 


of Control have been turned over to 
various departments in the state. 

The hope is that these changes wilr 
bring more efficient administratiom 
rather than more economic admini-- 
stration. The’ general belief is that 
these changes taken altogether will 
make the various departments of the 
state more conscious of their re- 
sponsibilities. ,

Dear Mr. Nelson: 


I graduated from The Stout Institute in 
1934. I have always appreciated every- 
thing. you did for me in order that I 
might continue in Stout. Without your 
help I’ would have been forced to drop 
out, I never knew, if you knew, that 
during ‘my senior year I worked’ until 
three’ o'clock every. morning and went 
to school during the day. I'll admit I 
was not, very scholarly but did suc- 
ceed in graduating. I certainly appreci- 
ate the job that: was given to me. 

I have: been teaching machine shop at 
Flint, in a Junior Technical High School, 
for the Vlast ‘three years. I started out 
‘ without’a machine for two weeks and 
forty-eight ,students. in. one, class... I 
only,,had stwo. books so. no. reading 
assignments could be given. Preparing 
three, two hour lectures a day was 
not very easy. Then when the machines. 
came I spent half the night setting 
them ‘up and putting up tools. As hard 
as‘ it ‘was; I would not give’ up that 
experience. 

Ihave @ very nice shop now and find 
it very interesting. The type of stu- 
dents we have now are above average, 
a wide difference from the ones we 
first had, when all the. other. schools 
unloaded their undesirables. I remem- 
ber one boy that carried an ice. pick, 
and when he got into a fist fight I 
was almost skeptical about separating 
them. These boys took quite a few 
punches ‘before they would quit but 
those things are gone for ever, I hope. 
We mark Satisfactory and Unsatisfac- 
tory in our school. We want the student 
to work because he is interested in 
the work and wants to learn rather 
working: for. grades. A note is sent 
home at ‘certain intervals telling his 
parents’ of his accomplishments, or 
shortcomings, and the reason for each. 
We. have found this system highly sat- 
isfactory. Students are’ not held back 
unless they will not do the things.that 
they are able to do. 
- There are a large number of Stoutsmen 
here,'as you know, and I can assure 
you they are’ all thought of very highly. 
I am taking graduate work, at Wayne 
University,on Saturdays from Dr.. Fry- 
klund whois very helpful. Five:of us; 
all Stout graduates, drive. to. Detroit 
each Saturday. 

I hope that everything is going as well 
with you as they are with me.

My dear Mr. Williams: 

I was very glad to receive your letter 
of April 2. I read it with keen interest, 
and appreciated fully the sentiment 
which the letter carried. I was unable 
to answer your. letter immediately. 
This morning I received a letter from 
Mr. Karlstrom which emphasizes the 
same thought that I gathered from your 
letter. I want to tell you that I am in 
hearty accord with the expression of 
your club, and I will say that your 
solution would be faultless if it were 
not for the fact that we have had 
some experience in trying to do just 
what you recommend. 

You or older members of the Detroit 
club will remember when we had a 
secretary established here. For a time 
it worked very well; then the alumni 
began to wonder what they were get- 
ting for their money. That is true in 
the Detroit club. They were paying 
fifty cents inte a national organization 
treasury. Every cent of it was used in 
paying postage and. certain incidental 
expenses. All the’ money was gone at 
the end of the second year and the 
President »of The Stout Institute was 
asked to pay about $80.00.-for clerical 
work which the alumni secretary had 
done. It would seem that an alumni 
secretary would have to be paid some- 
thing unless some teacher in Stout was 
placed on a part time basis and the 
difference in» salary made up by the 
association. 

The second thing that impressed us 
was that with the secretary here at 
Stout, the field assumed no responsi- 
bility either in furnishing means or 
news...We got very little cooperation 
from the alumni in the field. Someone 
remarked the other day that the Stout 
alumni.are indifferent in their attitudes 
and obligations because the Stout 
alumni have never been asked to do 
anything for the institution..I am in- 
clined to sympathize with that view, 
but, l,am enough in, doubt about it too 
not be willing to accept it as'a convic- 
tion. 

There’ is’ one other difficulty that all 
Stout “alumni will concede without 
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the graduates of The’ Stout Institute 
were those who went out with the two 
year diploma. These people have all 
been compelled to go into other col- 
leges in their various localities to earn 
the Bachelor's Degree, and then the 
Master's Degree. Loyalty. is divided. 
Some of our alumni have three of four 
colleges mentioned on their credentials, 
and that situation will stand elaborate 
discussion. 
I am not pretending to answer your 
letter just now. It is possible that I may 
put an informal discussion into the 
next issue of the alumni edition of 
The Stoutonia, a copy of which will 
go to you. But no matter what I have 
said here in defense of the present 
set up the Stout organization, I want 
you to assume that I have intense in- 
terest in making the alumni of The 
Stout Institute an effective organization, 
and that my loyalty to them never 
wavers.

CURRICULUM OF 
HOME EC. 
CHANGED 


The saying is often heard around 
teacher-training institutions | that 
“teachers teach as they were taught, 
not as they were taught to teach.” 
This is probably no more true in re- 
lation to the teaching of home eco- 
nomics than it is to any other field, 
but it is true that lecture and labor- 
atory courses in particular fields of 
home economics study tend to send 
prospective teachers out with the idea 
that preparation for home and family 
living can be secured from various 
and sundry unrelated units of work, 
each of which may emphasize a par- 
ticular skill or attempt to give de- 
tailed information on a ‘particular 
problem. 

According to Dr. Ivol Spafford, assis- 
tant director in charge of curriculum 
revision at the general college of the 
University of Minnesota, “Home Eco- 
nomics is that part of general educa- 
tion which is directed toward personal 
living and home and family life. With- 
in this area home economics should 
direct its attention toward an orienta: 
tion of the individual into the life of 
which he is a part’. With this defini 
tion in mind, we may think of home 
economics as one of the educational 
areas which will aid the individual in 
an integrated or intelligent under- 
standing of his personal living prob- 
lems. It is impossible to do this, how- 
ever, unless the home economics teach- 
er herself has developed this concept 
through her own experience in teach- 
ing preparation. 

With this in mind the home economics 
faculty have been studying the cur- 
ricular offerings in home economics 
to see how the work might be planned 
so that it would be more functional 


living problems and also give the stu- 
dent a better understanding of the 
philosophy and purposes of home eco- 
nomics. As Miss Bancroft of Ohio 
State has said, “two major consider- 
ations are utilizeld in this study. 
“One, that on the college level home 
economics has three general aims: to 
help, the .students.in. the solving of 
problems of personal living, to help 
the students in the solving of prob- 
lems of home and family life, and to 
give vocational training in some area 
or areas of home economics. Second, 
that students of home economics are 
endowed with the capacity to think, 
and that they have the ability to re- 
construct the beliefs and habits in the 
mutual relationships.” 


In the new curriculum, radical changes 
have been made in the home econo- 
mics work offered at The Stout In- 
stitute. Students will, in their fresh- 
man and sophomore years, give a con- 
siderable portion of their time to stud- 
ies in home economics, made up of 
units of closely related material. The 
work for the freshman student will 
emphasize the need of considering how 
she can plan for her own best per- 
sonal development, and will center 
about problems of physical well-being, 
nutrition and food in relation to 
health, appropriate dress for college 
life, developing good consumer habits; 
using her college allowance to the best 
advantage, and learning to participate 
in the social life of the group. In her 
sophomore year, the basis of her home 
economics study will be the student’s 
place in contribution to her family 
life. All of the established aspects of 
home economics willbe drawn upon 
to yield material-for-the offerings .of 
these two years. Students will parti- 
cipate in the planning of the work, 
and their interest and needs will be 
considered, Correlated work in Eng- 
lish, social science and biological sci- 
ence will make up the rest of the 
freshman program, while in the soph- 
omore year, related chemical science,

HOW TO GET A JOB, 


how to hold a job, and how to advance 
on a job. This is the fifth of series of 
articles by Mrs. Anne Zinser, direc- 
tor of the Zinser Personnel Service in 
Chicago. 

The formula for getting a job is 
simple. Have “quality merchandise” 
to sell. Know how to sell it! Your-first 
consideration, therefore, is — self- 


analysis. What can you bring to a job 


that is worth money to your em- 
ployer? Remember that he is buying 


your time. Do you really have some-_ 


thing worth buying? 

Granted that you can meet the techni- 
cal requirements of the position, what 
are the additional abilities you can 
contribute which wil make you more 
deserving than your competitor ? 

Are you willing to cancel all social en- 
gagements for the first days of your 
new position, so you can get to the 
office—early—and_stay lute? Are vou 
willing to read books bearing on the 
business? Are you willing to consi -e 
yoursel, as a “cub” and do any task 
_ without question? Are you able to tell 
yourself—and mean. it—that even 
though your present job isn’t “the 
perfect job,’ it is nevertheless your 
opportunity and a stepping stone to 
better things, and anything worth do- 
ing at all is worth doing well? a! 
- Know the market in which you are 
selling yourself. Right now we are in 
a “buyers’ market,” because there are 
not sufficient. jobs to go around. This 
is not the time to hold out ‘until your 
ideal opportunity presents itself. Get 
under cover! Take a job at a low 
salary, if necesary. But don’t agree 
with the person who tells you to take 
just any job. It is wise to expose 
yourself to.the proper environment, 
but it: is unwise to expect a square 
peg to be happy in-a round-hole. Or, 
to put differently, you—must_respect 


your natural abilities and individual- 


preferences. — : 
No matter how small that first “job 
is, try to find out what -company it 
keeps, for if it places you in the back- 
water of, the firm, it will most. likely 
_be time wasted. Keep yourself where 
there is some current—no matter how 
slow, for just as long as there is move- 
ment there is a chance for progggss. 
Remember. that a small position with 
a good firm will offer advancement as 
business’ improves. 
Because jobs are at a premium today, 
those of you who have scholastic and 
technical ability up to a standard will 
have the advantage. That is only 
natural. Whereas in 1920, employees 
~ were at a premium and beginners’ 
salaries were high, today the reverse 
js_ true, Bike 
The rules on “How to hold a job” are 
time tested and unchangeable. Find 
out what is expected on the job and 
- meet the requirements.-If-they~ are 
not clearly outlined, you will have to 
use your imagination. Your employer 
will not take time for details—you 
must figure them out for yourself. 
Now that you are holding a job and 
are filling the specifications, what will 
you do to get: ahead?—DO MORE 
THAN THE JOB REQUIRES! It’s 
the extra effort expended that makes 
you worthy of promotion. Give your- 
self a continued program of self im- 
provement. 5 

‘Ability, energy, good health, vision 
and great determination are all ex- 
tremely important, So is a willingness 
to take criticism impersonally. Co- 
operation is likewise essential. If you 
have all the rest of the business vir- 


tues and do not have the ability to 


work with other people, you will not 
get very far. se 

Be your own taskmaster and severe 
one. You will be repaid a hundredfold, 
not only by progress on the job and 
a salary check increasing in size, but 
also and most important of all—in 
terms of “joy in work well done.”

on June 1, 1922. Working to the very 
last of the school year, Dr. Harvey’s 
unceasing efforts, first as superinten- 
dent of the Menomonie public schools 
and the Stout Manuel Training School 
and later as president of the Stout 


Institute, contributed greatly to the 


reputation of this college now enjoys. ! 


Dr. Harvey’s career as a teacher be- 


gan in rural schools. From there he }- 


went to teach in city schools; then 
became city superintendent, normal 
school instructor, normal school presi- 
dent, and state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction all within thirty years. 
In 1903 Senator J. H. Stout of Meno- 
monie secured the services of Dr. 
Harvey as public school superinten- 
dent. In this capacity Dr. Harvey was 
also president of the Stout Manual 
Training School. In 1908 Stout Insti- 
tute was incorporated. After Mr. 
Stout’s death in 1911, Stout Institute 
became a state institution governed 
by the state board of vocational edu- 
cation. 

President Harvey’s efforts were re- 
warded in 1913 when the legislature 
appropriated $265,000 which was used 
for the erection and equipment of the 
trades and household arts building.

From Minneapolis

instructor in related arts. Over the 

middle west, a growing interest is 

being shown in pottery, according to 
talks which Miss Druley had with 
other teachers of art, while at the 

Western Arts convention held in Mil- 

waukee, but Stout is one of the first 

of the smaller colleges to have a kiln. 

The kiln, used to fire pottery, was 

installed in the basement of the Home 

Economics building during the first 

semester of this year. It enables the 

students in the various art classes 
to have another outlook for creative 
expression; to have another medium 
with which to work. The kiln produces 

an intense heat, 1800 degrees to 2000 

degrees, which hardens the clay and 

melts the glaze over the surface. 


The arts classes have been using 
Menomonie clay for the vases, book- 
ends, candle holders and various other 
figurines which they have made. They 
experimented with it and found it tc 
be very satisfactory. Mr. Sorenson of 
the Menomonie Brick Company has 
been interested in the value of Me- 
nomonie clay for pottery, and has 
been very generous about giving the 
art classes the clay which they need. 
The classes grind and mix their own 
glazes for the objects which they 
make. 

Miss Druley stated that the girls are 
interested in their work with clay; 
it offers them possibilities for an in- 
teresting hobby. There is an exhibit 
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semester in the entrance to room 211, 
to which all are invited.

America, we keep telling 
ourselves; is a _ peculiar 
country, quite unlike any 
other on the globe.

The totalitarian states that 
exist abroad and are at- 
tempting to extend their 
domains do not give their 
people the right of free bal: 
lot. The citizens of these 
totalitarian states vote, 
quite wisely, and _ over- 
whelming “Ja’’ and “Si” 
majority. In fact the nega- 
tive votes there do not exist. 
So this must be remember- 
ed by every man and wo- 
man entering—a demo- 
cracy is founded on demo- 
cratic vote. While that 
franchise exists, ‘isms’ are 
not possible. 

That right to vote rests upon 
each individual citizens ex- 
ercise of his franchise. So 
to retain a-democracy all 
that the citizen needs:do is 
to bestir himself to the polls 
on election day.

We do not mean to infer’ 


that this country is in any 
way standing on the brink 
of a precipice. We only 
mean that that precipice 
will never exist for us as 
long as America turns out 
at the polls at least 90 per 
cent strong. We're not view- 
ing with alarm. We are only 
restating a fact that people 
who know have been try- 
ing to pound down into the 
public mind for years on 
end. 

To a graduating senior all 
we need say is “Vote” to 
tell him how to continue to 
live in a democracy. The 
old, old argument about 
“my one vote doesn't matter 
anyhow” and the old, old 
answer that “but each in- 
dividual vote is needed, and 
your vote is one of those 
individual votes’ have 
been bouncing around for 
a long time. Their truth is 
not questioned. The “my 
vote doesn't count’’ attitude 
is an Alibi Ike’s way of ex- 
cusing an inherent laziness. 
These are none of them new 
arguments, theories, or the 
offspring of a new ism or 
ology. They are just those 
things that social science 
teachers tell their classes 
from year to year in con- 
junction with discussions on 
forms of government. 

Some may say that these 
things have been said and 
resaid so many times that 
they are no longer of any 
value. Last week's editorial 
disproved that. People have 
remembered what they 
have been told about the 
right to vote. They believed 
what they remembered. The 
ever-present “modern gen- 
eration” isn't as bad as it 
has always been painted. 
We are still awake and 
alive to world events. We 
can inherit America and 
use it well, pass it on in as 
good a condition as it was 
received, and we sincerely 
hope, in better condition 
than we got it.
